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RESCUED AT FALLS’ BRINK. . 


Policeman with Pole Has Hard Strug- 
| gle to Save Demented Woman. 


| NIAGARA FALLS, N. Y., May 10.— 
'Mrs. Elizabeth Hartley of Buffalo, 60 
vears old, was rescued from suicide at 
the brink of. the cataract to-day by Con- 
stable Thomas Harrington of the State 
‘reservation police, who was in constant 
danger of being carried over the falls in 
| struggling with her. 

Mrs. Hartley entered the water about 
'sixty feet above the falls. Her dress 
caught on a jagged rock about twenty 
feet from the shore and fifteen feet from 
the brink of the falls. There she was held 
‘until Harrington reached the bank with 
‘a pike pole. Standing in a shore eddy 
and reaching out a arm’s length he was 
|able to hook the pike into her dress. Her 
/arms were helpless in the terrific current, 
‘and she tried by turning her body to get 
(free from the pole, but failed. 
| Finally, weakened by her struggles and 
‘frequent submersions, the woman became 
quiet and was dragged ashore by Har- 
rington and several other men who had 
come to bis assistance. 

On the river bank. was found a letter 
and a bunch of flowers. The letter read: 

‘No longer to be treated as a thing 
demented.” 

At the hospital to-night it was said that 
Mrs. Hartley could not live. 





BUFFALO, N. Y., May 10.—Mrs. Hart- 
ley was an inmate of the State Hospital 
‘here. She had been on parole for sev- 
‘eral weeks, and left the institution to- 
‘day with the intention of taking a place 
‘in a private family. She had shown 
no signs of her mental trouble for three

CRAZED BY NIGHT IN SWAMP. 


| Girl Lost Near Jamaica Bay Last 
| Month Now Deported as Insane. 


_ Magdelena Beck, a German girl, pretty, 
/and only 18, came six months ago to live 
|with her relatives at 18 Pellington Place, 
Brooklyn, to make her fortune. Yester- 
day she was deported, her reason gone as 
|a result of a night spent in the quagmires 
| of Jamaica Bay. 

The girl left her home on April 1 for 
'a@ walk and wandered, no one knows how, 
into the swampy ground which surrounds 
Jamaica Bay. She did not return to her 
home, and that night men heard cries 
| coming from the marshes. They searched 
| but found no one, and it was not until 
the next morning that they saw the girl 
‘stumbling about in the marsh. 

She led her would-be rescuers a chase 
for two miles over the marshes, and when 
‘they caught her It was evident that she 
had lost her reason. She was sent to the 
‘insane asylum at Kings Park, L. I, 
where she was identified by her relatives, 
‘and for a time it was hoped that she 
might recover, but when it was seen that 
this was impossible her deportation was 
| orderea. 


FATALITY IN BIG FAMILIES. 


‘Statistics Shown at Exhibit Where 
Roosevelt Is to Appear. 


CHICAGO, May 10.—Theodore Rosevelt 
‘is to be a guest of the Child Welfare 
Exhibit, which will open here to-morrow. 

The Invitation Committee received a 
message from him yesterday saying that 
-unless circumstances arose to prevent, he 
would be a guest at the exhibit some time 
in the two weeks of its duration. 

At the moment his message was re- 
ceived a large placard was placed in the 
health section of the exhibit. It bore 
‘these words: ‘*‘ The Bigger the Family, 
the Higher the Death Rate Among the 
Children.”” Figures taken from investi- 
gations made in 1,600 families in the con- 
zested districts of Chicago by Dr. Alice 
Hamilton show that in families of four 
|children the death rate is 118 per 1,000, 
| while in families of six the rate is 267 
per 1,000, and in families of eight the 
deaths are 291 per 1,000.

He first attempted to send a mes- 
senger to Senor Obregon, one of the go- 
betweens in the recent peace negotia- 
tions, asking him to arrange for a cessa- 
tion of hostilities or for an armistice, but 
the rebels would accept nothing except 
immediete surrender.

Raoul Madero, a brother of the rebel 
leader, dashed forward with his gun 
pointed at Navarro, ready to shoot if 
Garibaldi were hit. Federals and insur- 
rectos alike, however, withheld their fire 
while the surrender was being arranged.

HIS AIRSHIP WRECKED 


Army Airman Suffers Fractured 
Skull in Fall at San Antonio 
and Dies an Hour Later. 
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Only Up Five Minutes When Mishap 
in Control Equipment Prevented His 
Shutting Off Power.

SAN ANTONIO, Texas, May 10.—Second 


Lieut. George E. M. Kelly of the United 


States Signal Corps, one of the four army 
aviators on duty with the division of 
regulars mobilized here, was killed this 
morning when a Curtiss aeroplane he was 
flying got beyond control, after which it 
ran through the air for over 2a hundred 
yards, and crashed to the ground, bury- 
ing Lieut. Kelly in its wreckage. 

The machine was reduced to splinters, 
the only parts of ait left intact being the 
engine and the rear plane work. Lieut. 
Kelly suffered a fractured skull and died 
Sam Houston Hospital an 
hour later. He never regained conscious- 
ness. The accident happened about 7:50 
this morning, in full view of Gen. Carter 
and his staff and hundreds of soldiers. 

The exact cause of the accident will 
probably never known, although the

Mr. Parsons with the New Jersey Com- 
pany, a concern which, in 1910, was @ 
successful bidder for supplying soil to 
the department, and from gathering the 
Opinions of certain individuals as to the 
landscape architect's general fitness. He 
pointed out that Mr. Parsons had much 
to do with the recent agitation for the re- 
soiling of Central Park, the profits of 
Which were likely to fall to the New Jer- 
sey Company. 

Though neither Commissioner Stover 
nor Mayor Gaynor would discuss Mr. 
F'osdick’s report, it was learned that there 
is no allegation that Mr. Parsons profited 
in any way by his friendship with the 
New Jersey Company. The only sugges- 
tion made is that he may have been used 
for the purposes of the successful bidders, 
and it is conceded that nothing has been 
brought to light to throw doubt on his 
personal integrity. The Park Board meets 
this afternoon, and it is probable that the 
resolution proposed by Commissioner 
Stover on April 6 for the immediate dis- 
missal of Mr. Parsons will be taken up.

ALBANY, May 10.—There may be no 
action, after all, on the part of the Leg- 
islature at the present session to indorse 
the proposal for a Federal income tax. 
After a hearing held this afternoon before 
the Assembly Judiciary Committee, at 
which men of prominence and influence 
from many sections of the State appeared | 
to register an impressive protest against | 
the proposed tax, it became known that 
probably a majority on the committee 
had been aroused to a realization of the 


grave menace to the Siate that this propo- 
sition involved. 

It was reported to-night after the com- 
mittee had met in executive session that 
the consensus of opinion among the mem- 


bers was against indorsing the resolution 
submitted to the various Legislatures un- 
til it had been amended so as to provide 
for a uniform tax, apportioned among 
the States according to representation, 
and the striking out of the words ‘ from 
whatever source derived.’’ This latter 
amendment would carry out suggestions 
made at the last session. of the Legis- 
lature by Gov. Hughes, who insisted that 
these words would place incomes from 
State, county, and municipal securities at 
the mercy of the Federal tax collector, 
and thus jeopardize their market value. 
When the resolution indorsing the pro- 
posed income tax came before the Senate 
some weeks ago it passea with something 
better than a party vote, and it was un- 
derstood at that time that it would pass 
the Assembly, too. 

To-night, however, it is learned that 
only the fact that the resolution had 
been made a party measure and had been 
recommended by Gov. Dix in accordance 
with pledges made in the Rochester plat- 
form, had kept some of the more con- 
servative Wemocrats in the upper house 
in line and that the Assembly leaders 
had been confronted with a feeling bord- 
ering on revolt against the resolution in 
its present form among certain members 
of the Judiciary Committee. 

In the arguments made against the 
passage of the resolution at the hearing 
to-day it was pointed out that this State 
would pay

Assembly Defeats Motion to Take Suf 
fragists’ Bill from Committee. 


Special to The New York Times. 
ALBANY, May 10.—With a handful of 
suffragettes, including Mrs. Harriet Stane- 
ton Blatch, Miss Alberta Hill. and Miss 


Lexow, looking on, the cause for which 
they have been contending met its Water- 
loo in the Assembly to-day. The question 
came before the lower house when As- 
semblyman Spielberg moved that his con- 
current resolution providing for a constl- 
tutional amendment which would give 
votes to women be taken from the Com- 
mittee on Rules, in whose keeping it now 
is. For two hours the members warred 
merrily over the Spielberg motion, while 
the regular business of the Assembly was 
being held up. Then the motion was de- 
feated by a vote of 90 to 388. 

After Mr. Spielberg had urged his mo- 
tion, Assemblyman Terry of *Kings got 
the floor. He does not look with favor 
on woman suffrage. 

‘‘For every woman who wants the bal- 
lot,”’ he said, ‘‘ there are ten modest wo- 
men who don’t. They shun the publicity 
and contact with political life.” ~ 

Next appeared the most ardent advo- 
cate for woman’s rights in the lower 
house, Assemblyman W. R. Herrick of 
New York. He is a step-brother of ex- 
Judge D Cady Herrick. 

‘* Some of the women are opposed to the 
franchise for their sex,’ said Mr. Her- 
rick, ‘‘ but why should we refuse the rest 
of the women that right, just because 
some of them do not want it? You might 
just as well say that because some men 
don’t go to the polls, no man should have 
the right to vote.’’ 

Ex-Lieut. Gov. Chanler, who now repre- 
sents part of Dutchess County in the 
lower house, spoke in favor of the Spiel- 
berg motion. So did Assemblyman O'Con- 
nor, the Independence Leaguer, who added 
that he was not at all surprised that the 
machine politicians were opposed to wo- 
man suffrage. 

‘‘T would like to know what Mr. O’Con.- 
nor means by machine politicians,” asked 
Assemblyman Harry Heyman, a Demo- 
crat from Kings.

The new Charter abolishes review by 
the State Civil Service Commission of the 
decisions of the local commission, which 
is appointed by the Mayor. The Mayor 
wrote to Mr. Creelman: 


OFFICE or THE MAYOR, 
May 10, 1911. 
Sir: Your favor of May 8 concerning the 
statement in the report of the Executive 
Committee of the Civil Service Reform As- 
sociation that the propcsed new Charter 
would repeal or destroy the State civil serv- 
ice law in respect of this city is at hand. 
There is no intention by eny one to destroy 
the authority of the State civil service 
statute in this city, and the language of the 
proposed new Charter does not do so, but 
out of abundance of caution we will have 
changes mude in the language if necessary. 
It is very discouraging for cfficials who 
re doing all they can for the good govern- 
ment of the city to te constantly met with 
such exaggerations, but it is a thing which 
I am willing to bear and you must learn 
to bear. If these people had come to me 
and pointed out any doubt in the matter I 
would have been glad to sit down with the 
committee of draftsmen who have the Char- 
ter in hand and have the matter put beyond 
doubt, buat, like so many others, they do not 
prefer that course.

MORE PROTESTS TO SENATE 





President and Newspapers Blamed for 
Favoring the Measure—Commercial 


Union Urged as the Solution. 





Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, May 10.—George S. 
Ladd, Chairman of the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Massachusetts State Grange. 
told the Senate Finance Committee this 
morning that conditions in this country 
and in Canada are so dissimilar in every 
respect that real feciprocity can be 
achieved only by a complete commercial | 
union of the two countries. 

Exé.ctly what he meant by a commercial 
union was not apparent, but members of 
the committee and other Senators and 
Representatives have recently become 
very much interested in advices from 
Ottawa, indicating that the agreement 
will be passed there—if at all—only by a 
narrow margin, and that the elections 
that will follow the dissolution of Par- 
liament will probably result in the over- 
throw of the Laurier Government. 

Already the fight in Ottawa has 
dragged out far longer than the Canadian 
Ministers who negotiated the agreement 
expected. It had been confidently hoped 
that the whole question would have been 
Gisposed of in time to allow Sir Wilfrid 
and other officials to go with free minds 
to the coronation of King George V. As 
it is, the officials will go to England, as 
Planned, but this is possible only by a 
special arrangement with the Opposition 
whereby there will be a lull in the fight 
for several weeks. 

The best information obtainable here 
@mong Congressmen who have followed 
the Canadian proceedings indicates that 
the agreement will be passed in Ottawa 
by a@ narrow margin after a fight that 
will last into the Winter. Then the elec- 
tion will be ordered when it is expected 
that the Conservatives will take control 
of the Government. It is not believed, 
however, that the new Government will 
repeal the modifications in the customs 
laws affected by the agreement, as by 
that time those changes will have come to 
be regarded as the status quo. 

Comparison of Duties. 


Mr. Ladd laid stress on the comparative 
rates of duty on articles imported into 
Canada end which were of use to the 
farmer, and like articles imported into 
the United State. He sought to show that 
the Canadian farmer had all the advan- 
tage. Among other things he cited that 
the duty on earthenware was 15 per cent. 
in Canada and 60 to 70 per cent. in the 
United States.

Fishermen from Gloucester, Mass., man- 
ufacturers of wire-cloth for papermaking, 
and manufacturers of book, wrapping, 
and newsprint paper all poured forth 
their protests against the bill. 

Ex-Gov. John Strange of Wisconsin, 
representing wrepne Pape, manufactur- 
ers and the Boards of Trade of Neenah 
and Menasha, Wis., swerved from critic- 
ism of the bill to attack ‘‘ the American 
Publishers’ Association and its related 
organization, The Associated Press,’ until 
finally Senator Penrose asked him to 
limit his remarks to his specific objection 
to the bill. 

Mr. Strange characterized the bill as a 
‘cowardly ’’ measure and as lacking love 
of country, and brought forth at the de- 
mand of ‘the greatest trust ‘in the 
world.” He said that Congress would not 
be in session to-day considering the bill 
‘if it had not been for this combination 
in restraint of trade.”’ 


Assails the Newspapers. 


‘“ When a man who occupies an exalted 
position listens to such demands for fear 
of failure of re-election rather than to 
the welfare of his nation it is time to 
stop,’”” he exclaimed. ‘‘ Why should the 
Secretary of State be influenced to be- 
come an auxiliary to the purchasing de- 
partment of the newspaper trust of the 
country?’”’ he asked. ‘ 

“To what trust do you refer?’”’ inquired 
Senator Stone. 

‘The newspaper trust, the most vicious 
in the world,” responded the witness. 

‘Well, you manufacturers have an as- 
sociation? ’’ suggested Senator Stone, 

‘It is only social, like the lawyers’,” 
responded Mr. Strong. ‘‘ It is not to con- 
trol prices, but is for the purpose of de-

Prank W. Cabell of New York, on be- 
half of wire-cloth manufacturers, told the 
committee that they would be seriously 
injured by their patrons, the American 
Paper Manufacturers, losing trade. 

Secretary Knox, while ready to enter 
into negotiations with Newfoundland for 
a reciprocity arrangement upon lines sim- 
ilar to the measure now pending before 
Congress, has decided to await the action 
of Congress on the Canadian bill before 
proceeding with what would be a useless 
task in the event that the Canadian ar- 
rangement falls. 


FARMERS’ CONGRESS PROTESTS. 


Reciprocity Treaty Unfair, Their Leg- 
islative Agent Says. 


CHICAGO, May 10.—John M. Stahl, 
legislative agent of the Farmers’ National 
Congress, announced to-day that the 
alliance, which is represented in its mem- 
bership in nearly all the important farm- 
ing States, would oppose reciprocity with 


Canada. 

“The proposed agreement with Can- 
ada is unfair and inequitable,”’ he said. 
“It will hurt our farmers seriously; and 
what injures the farmers will lead to in- 
jury to others. The welfare of many, be- 
sides farmers, demands that the proposed 
arrangement with Canada be killed, and 
speedily.’’ 

The Farmers’ National Congress & 
composed of about 6,000 delegates, ap- 
pointed by the Governors of the various 
States, on the recommendations of the 
agricwitural organizations of the States.

LONDON, May 10.—‘ The Great La- 
fayette,’”’ who undoubtedly lost his life 
in the Edinburgh theatre fire last night 
while trying to save his horse, settled 
down in England three years ago, tak- 
ing a house in Tavistock Square, Lon- 
don, on a ninety-ning-year lease, which, 
he cheerfully remarked, was long 
enough for his personal use. No mat- 
ter to what part of England his engage- 
ments took him, he returned to London 
for Sunday. He loved to entertain in 
his house and to show his guests the 
rooms. 

The color scheme of the interior is 
mauve and violet. The walls of every 
room and of the staircase are covered 
with pictures, and lights of various col- 
ors are arranged for each picture in 
order to get the effects Lafayette ad- 
mired. 

He had a mania for lights, pictures, 
colors, and flowers. His rooms were 
crowded almost uncomfortably with 
things he collected, and there was al- 
ways an extravagant profusion of flow- 
ers everywhere. One room of the house 
is decorated with a dado of small scenic 
sets similar to stage models. Each one 
has a distinct electric installation, so 
that it can be lighted to represent the 
scene in sunshine, evening glow, or 
moonlight. 

To show these things to his guests, 
who in most cases were members of his 
own profession was one of Lafayvette’s 
great pleasures at his regular Sunday 
evening entertainments. His own inner 
self, however, was never revealed. He 
seldom put aside any of that reserve 
of manner that rendered him so mys- 


_teriously interesting to all who knew 


him.

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NEW WATER SUPPLY SOON. 


Mayor Talks Hopefully of Results of 
His Visit to Catskill Region. 


The New York Times. 
May 10.—After Mayor Gay- 
Commissioner Thompson, Chief En- 
and Department En- 
gineer Ridgway of Poughkeepsie had in- 
spected the work doing on the Catskill 
aqueduct they journeyed on to Cornwall, 
arriving there at a late hour yesterday. 
They were met at what is known as the 
West Shaft by Division Engineer Swift, 
B. F. Harrison, Superintendent. of the 
West Shaft, and John J. Watts, Secre- 
tury of the. Mason & Hanger Company. 
Upon their arrival at the shaft prepara- 
tions were made for the party to go down 
into it. They donned oll suits, and were 
lowered to the bottom of the hole, which 
is about 1,100 feet below the surface. An 
inspection was made of the general con- 
ditions of the work, and also of the prep- 
arations for the installation of the cage, 
which will be ready In a week or Bo. 
After their ascent from the shaft the 
party were taken over to the East Shaft, 
on the other side of the river, in the city 
launch, where they inspected the work, 
but did not go below the surface. 

The Mayor expressed the intention of 
going to Cornwall again in a short time

have no objection to telling you 
why we inspected the Croton water sys- 
tem last Friday and the new Catskill wa- 
ter system yesterday,’ said the Mayor. ‘I 
have been devoting much time to the 
water of the city in the last two months, 
as much as I possibly could. The Croton 
water system ran very low last year. We 
started with 104 billions of gallons in 
storage, and ended in December with only 
3° billions. This vear we start with only 
52 billions of gallons in storage. If this 
Summer proves to be as dry as last Sum- 
mer, you can see where we will end as 
well as I can. I do not want to alarm any 
one, but I should hate to see the Boroughs 
of Manhattan and the Bronx put on a 
half ration of water. Over in Brooklyn 
there is no shortage whatever. 

‘‘ Owing to the shortage here, the great 
question is to get the Catskill supply into 
the city mains as soon as possible. The 
main thing standing in the way in the 
Catskill work is the track of the Ulster 
& Delaware Railroad Company. It runs 
right through the basin of the proposed 
reservoir and across the dam at two 
places. Until we get the railroad out of 
the way the dam and the reservoir can 
never be completed. The railroad has 
been relocated around the sides of the 
mountains or hills, but the statute is that 
we cannot take possession of the bed of 
the old railroad until after the money is 
paid for it. If we began condemnation 
proceedings wo might not get possession 
of it in five vears. The usual way of 
statutes is that the city takes possession 
of tne property on the beginning of the 
condemnation proceeding. I took this 
matter up with the Board of Water Sup- 
ply immediately after I reconstituted 
that board by the appointment of Mr. 
Galvin and Mr. Strauss. The company 
had on file a claim for damages of $3,000,- 
000 against the city, and the city also had 
to pay it fer relocating and rebuilding the 
section of the railroad that had to be re- 
moves. This, they claimed, would cost 

=,000,000. We took the matter up and 
ed been in constant negotiation, while 
the principal noise and talk in the city 
have been on entirely aifferent topics. 

‘“*T went up to Croton last week to look 
over the whole ground, and up to the 
Catskills yesterday and looked over the 
whole ground there with a view to seeing 
how soon we could get the Catskill water 
down to the city. I also saw Mr. Coyken- 
dall, President of the railroad, at Kings- 
ton. I am glad to say that our negotia- 
tions are resulting in a settlement satis- 
factory to the city. We shall, I think, be 
able to settle the 83,000,000 claim of the 
company for $1,200,000, and have the rall- 
road relocated and built by the railroad 
company itself for $1,500,000. I have been 
all over this from stem to stern, and I am 
Satisfied that the settlement will be ad- 
Vantageous to the city. If we cannot 
settle the matter now it will mean at least 
one vear'’s delay in getting the water to 
the city.

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THE RIVAL SUBWAY OFFERS. 

Neither subway proposal alone and 
by itself offers enough. Both together 
offer far too much. Each has defects 
whichmay be made good from the other. 
The city ought to get what is best in 
each offer, best, 
point of view of accommodating fare- 
payers, best with regard to promoting 
the growth of the city and the comfort 
of its people by distributing the pop- 
ulation of crowded areas over, lands 
now unoccupied, best in respect to the 
promise of incredsed taxable valua- 
tions. 

This means that the two plans should 
be combined. There are public reasons 
why they ought to be combined, why 
the city should have the best features 
of the Brooklyn Rapid Transit plan 
and of the Interborough plan. For in- 
stance, the Brooklyn company’s offer 
leaves the entire lower west side of the 
city without any subway. The Inter- 
borough proposes a subway extending 
southerly from Times Square through 
Seventh Avenue to the Battery. A 
glance at the maps showing the lines 
proposed by each company, ofr the 
slightest consideration of the publilo 
neeG of rapid transit access to the 
Pennsylvania Station and of travel 
facilities through the lower west side, 
ought to convince anybody that, in this 
respect, the Interborough’s offer is bet- 
ter than the Brooklyn company’s offer. 
On the other hand, the Interborough’s 
eastward line from Broadway at Four- 
teenth Street under the East River 
rune through Bushwick Avenue and re- 
turns through Lafayette Avenue to the 
present Flatbush Avenue terminus of 
the Interborough’s Brooklyn 
while the Brooklyn Rapid Transit 
Company, proposing also a line from 
Union Square through a tunnel under 
the East River, would construct a loop 
extending far into Brooklyn joining 
its existing lines at East New York. 
That is, manifestly, better than the 
Interborough’s short Brooklyn 
Then, too, the Brooklyn company 
would make use not only of the 
Queensboro Bridge, but of the Wl- 
HMamsburg and Manhattan Bridges. The 
Interborough’s proposal leaves the Wil- 
Mamsburge Bridge untouched, although 
it does bring the Belmont Tunnel into 
relation with the transit needs be- 
tween Queens and Manhattan. 

It will be said at once that the inter- 
ests of the Brooklyn Rapid Transit 
Company and of the Interborough 
Company are irreconcilable and mut- 
ually exclusive. Pach company makes 
it an indispensable condition that@the 
profits of its present system shall be 
secured to it under any arrangement 
for new construction or extensions. 
This might seem to exclude the inva- 
sion by one of the territory of the 
other. The reconciliation of these ad- 
verse interests offers to President 
McAnzmny both a difficult task and a 
magnificent opportunity. By his 
patience, his diplomacy, his persistence, 
and his intelligent understanding of the 
public need, Mr. McANneny has worked 
wonders upon these two companies al- 
ready. The evidence of that is af- 
forded ty a comparison of the offers 
both of them now make with the much 
‘Jess favorable offer which only one 
of them was willing to make a few 
months azo. He has brought them to 
the mood of concession in competition 
one with the other. If, now, he can 
bring them to a conciliating temper, 
to ‘a disposition to arrange their dif- 
ferences and agree upon some proper 
delimitation of territory which should 
best accommodate the greatest num- 
ber of farepayers, while at the same 
time encouraging rentpayers in con- 
gested quarters to seek homes where 
they can still be had at low prices, his 
triumph will be complete.

THE COURT HOUSE BILL. 

The reprehensible Court House 
measure, introduced at Albany by 
Senator STILWELL, has gone with the 
bulk of proposed legislation into the 
hands of the Committee on Rules. But 
a few days remain before the Legisla- 
ture adjourns. It has no time to waste 
on the Court House bill. 

Public sentiment is strong for the 
preservation of City Hall Park. Any 
measure that violates the principle of 
home rule so flagrantly as the Stfl- 
well bill, commanding the people of 
this city against their will to appro- 
priate, out of their own tax fund, 
moneys for the placing of @ monstrous 
structure over against the City Hall, 
spoiling that beautiful building and 
the park, can be blest only in oblivion. 
We hope the Committee on Rules will 
straightway forget it. 





MR. PARSONS AND THE PARKS. 

Commissioner of Accounts FospIck 
has prepared 4 report upon the 
“charges” brought against Mr. Par- 
sons, the landscape architect of the 
parks, and it is reported that the Board 
of Park Commissioners will proceed 
this afternoon to dispense with Mr, 
Parsons’s services. It is not credible 
that they should have the hardihood 
to dismiss Mr. PARSONS on an ex parte 
showing without giving him the benefit 
of a public hearing. 

The desire to get rid of Mr. Parsons, 
we imagine, did not arise out of the 
conditions reported upon by Mr. Fos- 
pick. Mr. Parsons has for many years 
been the defender of the city’s parks 
against the wild and crazy schemes of 
political Park Commissioners. He has 
stood in the way of some of the plans 
which Mr. Stover, with great enthusti- 
aem, has put forward for the diversion 
of the parks from their proper use, 
plans which would have resulted in 
robbing Central Park of its beauty and 
attractiveness. Mr. Parsons has been 
in the way of these gentlemen; they 
want to get him out of the way. We 
should suppose the friends of the parks 
would have something to say in a pro- 
ceeding of this nature. The charges 
are to be considered by the Park Board 
8 o’clock this afternoon. Not to 
epeak of common decenay, it would be

give Mr. Parsons a hearing, in order 
that he may make a reply to what has 
been said against him. We commend 
to the Park Board the serious consid- 
eration of'that course.

Senator KENyon favors us with a

able to make the law bite, but he pro- 
poses to remedy this in his capacity as 
a maker of it law. The law certainly 
is a criminal statute, and the way to 
enforce’ it is in some way to create a 
realizing sense that a breach of it is an 
act of the same character as counter- 
feiting, or robbing the mails. The 
trouble with this otherwise perfect law 
is that business men persist in doing 
business without attention to it. More 
combinations in restraint of trade have 
been organized within a month than 
all the prosecutors have “ busted ae 
since the statute was enacted. And 
the Senator’s great exemplar in trust 
busting has put on record his regret 
that juries acquit the rascals even 
when it fs possible merely to fine them. 
How uld the Senator proceed under 
his amendment if the furies persisted 
in acquittal, and perhaps were all the 
more indulgent toward the lawbreakers 
because of the seriousness of the pun- 
ishment? 

The Senator will see that what the 
case really calls for is an automatic 
conviction upon the mere fact of in- 
fringing the statute, without a trial, 
and without the risk of acquittal by a 
jury. It is preposterous that lawbreak- 
ers should escape jail because of any 
technical difficulty about conviction 
before juries guilty of the same offense, 
and therefore tender about punishing 
it. If only all violators of the Sherman 
anti-trust law, the most popular law 
ever enacted, were behind the bars life 
would be easier and happier for the few 
outside jail. 

Representative Luvy of this State 
yesterday impliously introduced another 
amendment of the perfect statute. He 
proposes rather to draw some of its 
teeth than to sharpen those which it 
had at birth, The Representative 
thinks that juries acquit because the 
law condemns the doing of reasonable 


things, such 4s any man would de ex~ 
} 


i 





cept for the statute, and which many 
men do regardless of it. He would 
amend the law by making it apply only 
to unreasonable restraints of trade, 
such as juries would condemn, since 
good citizens do not care to commit 
acts in unreasonable restraint of trade, 
and would have no compunctions about 
convicting those proved guilty of such 
heinous conduct. This really would 
make the statute bite. Nobody would 
know whether or not he were a candi- 
date for jail until he had taken the 
verdict of a jury about his conduct. 
An act which the criminal might have 
thought reasonable the jury might find 
unreasonable, and, of course, the ver- 
dict of the jury would prevail. This 
is a better way to fill our jails than 
the other, and all we lack for perfect 
happiness is that all the violators of 
the only perfect statute should get their 
deserts. 

Hope springs eternal, but, alas! 
“Man never is, but always to be blest.” 
Happiness and prosperity by Repre- 
sentative Levy's route areunattainable. 
A committee of Congress, which gave 
the subject all the care which the 
Representative neglected, has formally 
reported that to amend the statute in 
this manner would be “ calamitous.” 
The perfect statute would be hopelessly 
blemished by such an amendment. 
Under our effete laws a man has a 
right to keep out of jail if he can by 
obeying the laws, and to that end it is 
essential that the laws shall command 
in such a way that they can be obeyed. 
There have 
railways for charging what juries 
might hold to be “ unreasonable ” rates, 
and the Judges have declared that such 
laws were bad,

TALKS TO THE FARMERS. 

Our President and the Canadian Pre- 
mier have the farmers on their hands, 
just as President CL@VELAND once hai 
Congress on his hands. It is worth, 
noting that in each case the badgered 
Executives have talked plain English, 
and pursued their way undisturbed to 
a trlumpnant conclusion. It is remark- 
able in what similar terms Mr. Tart 
and Mr. Laurier told their critics to 
their faces that they would pursue 
their policies at whatever cost, since 
the day of sacrificing the interests of 
all to the interests of some has passed. 
Mr. Tart’s stature rose a cubit when 
he replied that although he cared much 
for the farmers, he cared nothing for 
the effect upon his perf nal fortunes 
of rejecting the advice which they 
gave, s0 strong is his conviction that 
the welfare of the whole country is 
concerned in his Canadian policy. In 








words of calmness and courage the 
President taxes his stand on the side 
of the entire people against a fraction 
of them, and declares that he will per- 
sist in his chosen policy regardless of 
personal results. At last the country 
has a President instead of a politician 
Executive. 

It is insulting to the farmers as a 
class to believe that they have no 
more principles than a corporation, 
and are for the party which bids high- 
est for their votes. There are Demo- 
cratic farmers as well as Republican 
farmers, and the spokesmen for the 
farmers’ class—since there is no farm- 
ers’ party—who received their plain 
answer from the President were in- 
formed that he knew it. Moreover, the 
interests of the farmers are as diverse 
as their politics. There are farmers 
who will profit by the reciprocity 
scheme as well as some who fear that 
they may lose by it, and propose to 
change their politics in consequence. 
This was well illustrated in Canada, 
where-a delegation of Western farmers 
waited upon the Premier to tell him 
what they would do to him unless he 
Supported reciprocity, and a delegation 
of Eastern farmers told him confi- 
dentially and for publication that they 
must oppose him unless he opposed reci- 
procity. His answer was not different 
from Mr. Tarr’s. Like the President, 
he told his petitioners that they were 
wrong in their fears that reciprocity 
would harm them, and that he must 
follow his convictions against theirs, 
adding: ‘* My last word to you is that 
it is impossible that any law which we 
can pass will be equally acceptable to 
al. Each class of the ‘community 
must be prepared to make some oon- 
cession to the common good.” 

That is the theory of our Govern- 
ment also. No policy can be proposed 
equally acceptable to all interests, The 
nation which asks for reciprocity, and 
expects to benefit by it, is willing 
make what recompense it can to 
the farmers, and the farmers’ free lUst 
is the complement to reciprocity. The 
reform of the tariff in its relations to 
the manufacturing interests will come 
in time. It is not necessary to do 
everything at this session, and it ts 
well to save the rest of the tariff for 
another campaign, or several of them.

Whether Harry 

Rendering GORRIB, the man who 
the Law wouldn't gO out 

. when his 3800 fellow- 

Contemptible. employes in the Bliss 
Projectile Works struck for shorter hours, 
acted wisely or unwisely in thus separat- 
ing his immediate and personal interests, 
as he saw them, from the larger and ultl- 
mate interests of his associates, as they 
saw them, is a question that might be 
argued at great length, probably without 
changing a single opinion now held. 
What is certain, however, is that GORRIE 
had a perfect legal right to remain at 
work if he chose, and certain is it, too, 
that the duty of the police is to protect 
him in the exercise &f that right. 

From the existence of that duty it fol- 
lows inevitably that interference by any- 
body with the police in its performance 
should be prevented by inflicting what- 
ever degree of inconvenience or pain may 
be required to make the interferers cease 
from troubling. This the. police are not 
doing. They have, indeed, convoyved GorR- 
RIP back and forth from his work, as yet 
safely, but they do it under a shower of 
missiles, and they either are not permit- 
ted, or think they are not permitted, to 
defend themselves with their clubs from 
these dangerous attacks by an angry mob 
of strikers or strike sympathizers. They 
are reduced to this disgraceful inactivity, 
according to report, by the belief that 
the Mayor will give a favorable hearin? 
to anybody who charges a policeman with 
misuse of the club, and that the resulting 
trial is almost sure to end more or less 
seriously for the accused, no matter what 
excuse he may offer for what he did. 

The Mayor, we feel sure, would deny the 
accuracy of this belief, but he would 
hardly deny its existence or that for its 
existence the common understanding of 
his views is fn at least some measure re- 
sponsible. So nearly intolerable is the 
state of affairs which has thus been cre- 
ated, so disastrous have been the effects 
of what we hope is a misinterpretation of 
his wishes and orders, both in weakening 
police discipline and efficiency and in en- 
couraging the vicious to violence and dis- 
order, that it seems to us imperatively 
necessary for him to make clear his po- 
sition.

His 
story wasn’t news, but the fact that he 
told {it was, and it was printed for 
psychologists, not mathematicians. 

Besides, there is some curious gspell or 
enchantment which forces every news- 
paper to print a story of this sort about 
once in three months, just as there is a 
similar compulsion to print at like in- 
tervals stories about toads found alive a 
hundred feet or so down in solid rock, 
about steamers suddenly assaulted by a 
“giant wave,” and about people who 
have died as the result of a pin prick or 
of vaccination. There are and can be no 
such toads, waves, or deaths, but in them 
all many people believe, and, as misinter- 
preted facts are constantly confirming 
these illusions, they probably will not be 
dispelled for generations to come if 
ever. 

And they will get into print! There's 
no stopping them—that is, they can’t all 
be stopped. Dozens and dozens of them 
are, but the remainder overcome every 
difficulty and for a glorious moment pose 
as current "history. Properly observed, 
these tales have a peculiar interest as i{l- 
lustrating the queer workings of the 
human mind. They have, therefore, a 
truth of their own and should not be 
viewed with scorn. 


With so much good 
land in the world still 
for unoccupied and unculti- 
White Men. vated, even Dr. GREN- 
FELL, who has told us so 
much about the people of “the Labra- 
dor,"’ would have difficulty in giving any 
better reason for their staying in that 
desolate region than the woefully tnade- 
quate one—they were born thera. 

At best the conditions of life on the 
Labrador coast are hard olose to the 
point of desperation, and a bad season, 
with the movements of the ice unfavora-. 
ble or the fishing poor, means an ap- 
proach to the starvation line for all of 
the inhabitants and the crossing of it 
for many. According to the dispatches 
received this week by the Grenfell As- 
sociation, the people all along the coast 
are now hungry and in need of help. 

Of course the help will have to be sent 
to them, but the best of help would ap- 
parently be to get them al] away from 
treir miserable homes and down into less 
rigorous lands, where their many good 
qualities could be displayed to better re- 
sult than they can hope to achieve where 
they ara. They have given the Labrador 
& sufficient trial Other people may find 
something worth doing, something worth 
exploiting, in that seemingly barren 
country, but these have failed. They are 
ceasing to be civilized, and they are not 
acquiring the competency of hyperborean 
savages. *@ 

Only as literary material for two or 
three specialists have they proved of 
value where they are, and that ts hardly 
worth while.

Buckley states that when the partner- 
ship was formed it was agreed that Skin- 
ner should have 65 per cent. and he 35 
per cent. of the profits. This was altered 
in 1907, he says, so that Skinner should 
receivé io per cent. and himself 25 per 
cent. Buckley alleges that in 1910 Skin- 
ner took exclusive possesgion of the busi- 
ness and property of the partnership. 

Skinner states that the difficulties which 
have arisen between them are due to 
Buckley, and that the only property they 
have in common consists of scenery and 


costumes now in storage and of little 
value.

Would Have One In the Proposed In- 
etitution for Inventors. 


To the Editor of The New York Timea: 

It may be of interest to your several corre- 
spondents who ridicule the idea of establishing 
an institution for the protection of the smal] 
inventor and the testing of meritorious tnven- 
tions to know that here ts considerable chance 
for profit to the world at large in such a sug- 
gestion. 

From my experience with inventions and in- 
ventors, ft eeems to me that the great cor- 
porations of the time do not appreciate the 
field for profit nor the world’s greater progress 
which might be realized through the applica- 
tion of a little unprejudiced attention to the 
varied claims and ideas of the inventive 
classes. For example, I know of an I!nstance 
where @ most meritorious device was success- 
fully patented and proved; this device was far 
superior to those previously on the market, 
both tn ingenuity and quality, and because 
the patentee was not in a financial position 
to produce his article on a commercial scale, 
and thug prove the force of its competition 
to the earlier producers of an inferior article. 
the invention has never materialized. The firms 
who were approached for the sale of the inven- 
tion, after long consideration, decided their 
own machinery was too costly to dispense with, 
(which operation was necessary for the pro- 
duction of the later and more efficient article.) 
and therefore refused the offer. Successive 
negotiations with less important concerns 
proved like failures. The only reason the in- 
ventor could obtain was to the effect that 
“if there was anything in your invention worth 
while, would have bought !t of you.’’ 
Nearly every person approached fn the matter 
held a similar opinion. This case is undoubt- 
edly a typical one of many. 

On the other hand, there occurred an instance 
where the business man went to the inventor. 
In @ wholesale drug manufacturing concern 
there is In use a ‘‘ counter brush,’’ used to 
gather together particles of chemicals lost in 
making up orders. In signing a requisition 
for a stock of these brushes the employer 
noted the peculiar fact that one of his em- 
ployes, a Scotchman, used on an average of 
one brush to ten for the other users. Reflect- 
ing that there must be some good reason for 
this, the employer investigated and found that 
with the typical thrift of his race, the Scotch- 
man in question used to dip each new brush 
into a boiling solution of resin, which was 
in common use in the plant,,and thus “ re- 
inforoed ’’ the bristles of his brush, which ef- 
fected a saving of nine brushes for his em- 
ployer. Needless to say, the workman was 
rewarded, and the idea wag put into success- 
ful operation in the plant in question. This 
was a case where an idea was worth considera- 

le money, and numerous other similiar in- 
stances would euggest the tncorporation of a 
Department of Ideas in the proposed insti- 
tution for inventors.

MORE ADVERTISING 


Publisher Thinks the Pubfic 
Taste for Reading Could’ Thus 
Be Stimulated.

Discussion of the Publication of Books 
at Net Prices Arouses Interest at 
Booksellers’ Convention. 





The «dvertising of books, the relaffons 
between dealers and publishers, and the 
devices for making the bookshops tempt- 
ing places were the chief topics for dis- 
cussion yesterday when the members of 
the American Booksellers’ Association 
went to the Hotel AStor for the second 
day. of their eleventh annual conven- 
tion. 

There was enough difference of opin- 
ion to prevent the sessions from lage 
ging and enough good feeling for the 
booksellers to applaud with vigor when 
E. Byrne Hackett of the Yale University 
Press, speaking from the publishers’ 
point of view, scolded them roundly for 
their sins of the past. In the midst of' 
all their business talk they did not for- 
get to pause long enough to note the 
death of Col. Higginson and to send an 
expression of sympathy to the family of 
the ‘‘ distinguished author, soldier, and 
citizen.”’ 

“We have all sold his books,” said @., 
Boston member in proposing the resolu-. 
tion. 

The topic *“‘How to Increase the Vol- 
ume of Your Book Business” was left 
to F. L. Reed of the Grosset & Dunlap 
Company, and in his paper he put forth 
his belief that by ‘advertising not alone. 
the virtues of any one book but of books‘ 
in general the public appetite for read- 
ing matter could be appreciably stimu- 
lated. 


“TI would suggest,’” he said, “a-sertes 
of educational advertisements to be may 
in the daily papers, telling the people 
how much enjoyment there is to be found ' 
in the society of books, what books mean 
to the home, and how many phases of 
life which touch upon the experience of 
each individual are depicted in books. 
I would like to say right now in thia 
connection that it would be the best. 
thing possible if the booksellers and 
publishers would get together, throu 
this association, and advance itdeas as 
to how advertising Should be done in 
the magazines and newspapers, with a 
view to making reading more popular, 
thereby creating more sales for every 
bookseller.”’ 

J. George Frederick of Printer’s ny 
talked on ‘‘ Advertising Books.” He eal 
he knew that scap was Supposed to be 
the polar opposite of books as a commo- 
dity, but he didn’t care. You could sell 
books by advertising just as much as 
you can soap. He told of the old {m— 
pression that the public would buy just 
so much of a given commodity and no 
more, and of how that theory was ex- 
ploded by the man who wanted to sell.a 
new brand of evaporated milk, and Im 
order oe Be SO aban po increase th 
per capita consumption o evaporate 
milk by 800 per cent. " 
ind I believe,” said Mr. Frederick, 

that you can increase the per capil 
consumption of books by the right kin 
of advertising.’” 

_, Mr. Hackett was seletced to talk o 
Some Problems of the Publisher” an 
he did not hesitate to say that the inade- 
quacies of the booksellers presented the 
mest serious difficulties to the producers 
ef becks. After the perusal of manu- 
scripts, good, bad, and indifferent, mostly 
bad and some bad enough to suggest that 
the writer might well be under detention, 
the publisher, he said, is haunted by thé 
acute realization that every book of fic 

tion is a gamble in itself. 

“The inadequate machinery offered 
the book trade for the disposition of the 
publications is the biggest problem the 
publisher has to face,’’ he said. ‘‘ With 
a few notable and splendid exceptions the 
booksellers of the country have been a 
sorry lot. Now that you are basking in 
the sunshine of prosperity,” he said, 
“look into your own conscience.” 

The sunshine of prosperity was inter- 
pretes as a reference to the growing pub. 
ication of books at a net price, for which 
the association has been clamoring for 
several years and with marked success. 
They rejoiced when E. W. Reynolds of 
the Book Supply Company of Chicago 
told them how he had published a former 
book of Harold Bell Wright's ‘ regular,” 
and how he had planned the same course 
for “The Winning of Barbara Worth,” 
his coming novel. He had even done his 
preliminary advertising on that basis, 

‘But then,” he said, “I went out tg 
the desert and fought it out alone upon 
the mesa, and I changed my mind. I de- 
cided to turn out ‘ Barbara Worth’ net.” 

There was a storm of applause, for the 
booksellers declare that their very ex- 
istence depends upon the maintenance of 
the net system, and one Boston dealer 
leaped to his feet, saying: 

‘“You have my order for 50 copies of 
that book on the old basis; make it 280 
on the new.” 

Last night was devoted to theatre par.

BAST SIDE TURNS OUT 
FOR RABBI’S FUNERAL 


Choirs Sing on the Steps of Many 
Synagogues as the Cor- 
tege Passes. 








THOUSANDS FOLLOW HEARSE 





Car Driver Tries to Break Through the 
Line and Is Attacked, but the 
Police Rescue Him. 





More than 5,000 members of the congre- 
gations of the east side synagogues fol- 
lowed the body of Chief Rabbi Jacob 
Weiderowitz yesterday through Henry 
and Pike Streets, East Broadway, and 
Hester Street, to the Williamsburg 
Bridge, The procession passed six syna- 
gogues and three Jewish charitable in- 
stitutions, including the Home of the 
Daughters of Jacob, the aged and infirm 
inmates of which had been the special 
charges of Rabbi Weiderowitz. 

At each synagogue the procession halted 
while choirs, stationed on the synagogue 
Steps, sang funeral dirges and chanted 
prayers for the repose of the Chief Rab~- 
bi’s soul. It was the largest east side 


funeral since the death of Chief Rabbi 
Jacob Joseph nine years ago. 

To prevent a repetition of the scenes of 
disorder and riot that attended that pro- 
cession, seventy policemen surrounded the 
hearse, keeping the people in order and 
preventing any attempts of traffic to 
break through the funeral procession, es- 
pecially while it was pausing for the 
services in front of each synagogue. The 
only disturbance occurred when the driver 
of an East Broadway horse car attempted 
to urge his horses through the crowd 
while the funeral dirges were being sung 
in front of the Talmud Torah School in 
East Broadway. 

The crowd made way until the car was 
nearly alongside of the hearse, and then 
angry voices began to be heard in the 
crowd. 

‘‘Make it go back,” some shouted, and 
many cried that the action of the driver 
was disgraceful. Those in front struck 
the horses, while others laid hold of the 
car and pulled it backward, taking the 
horses with it. The driver resisted at 
first, but the arrival of policemen, who 
ordered him to stop trying to force his 
way through, quelled the disorder, 

The funeral procession, almost a 
long, even after those on foot had 
dropped out and only the carriages re- 
mained, passed over the Williamsburg 
Bridge to the Bayside Cemetery, Brook- 
lyn.

Weilderowitz, who lived at 222 
Henry Street, had been known since the 
death of Rabbi Jacob Joseph as Chief 
Rabbi of the citv. He died suddenly early 
vesterday morning, and at the wish of 
his family the funeral services were held 
in the afternoon. For six months he had 
been failing in health, but his condition 
became serious a week ago. As the news 
of his death passed through the east side 
yesterday it caused great surprise, 

Rabbi Weiderowitz was 75 vears old. He 
was learned in the Talmudic law, and was 
arbiter in countless east side family dis- 
putes. Born in a small Russian hamlet 
near Moscow, he became:-a rabbi at the 
age of sixteen years, and then began to 
study the Talmudic law. After serving 
in Moscow for twenty vears he came to 
this city in 1876, settling on the east side.

An Error In Reporting Her Daughter- 
in-Law’s Death Corrected.

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YALE’S FAMOUS CAPTAIN DEAD 


Francis Gordon Brown, Footbell Guard 
in 1897-1900, Dies of Diabetes. 
Yaie Club men and football enthusiasts 
generally mourned the death yesterday of 


Francis Gordon Brown, Jr., one of the 
most famous Captains which any foot- 
ball team in America has ever had. 





Brown’s death, for which.diabetes was | 
given as the cause, occurred at Glen! 


Head, Long Island. 
years old. 

Fresh from the Croton School he 
‘““made’’ the Yale football team in 1897, 
his freshman year there. He made his 
bow as right guard on the ’Varsity eleven 
and in the game with Harvard that Fall 
he outplayed Bouvé, the Crimson’s star 
guard. A week later he outplayed the 
giant Crowdis of the Princeton eleven. 
This record was of sufficient excellence 
to win him a permanent place on the 
team. In 1898 Brown faced Burden, af- 
terward Captain of the Harvard eleven, 
and made an even break of it with Bur- 
den. In the Princeton game of that year 
Brown tackled Edwards of Princeton and 
they had one of the finest ‘‘ mix-ups”’ of 
the season. 

In 1900, the year of Brown's captaincy, 
Columbia was the only team to cross the 
Yale goal line and Princeton the only team 
to score a field goal. Yale won her three 
big games by the largest aggregate score 


ever made by an eleven against teams of 
presumably equal rank. 

Gordon Brown was one of the most in- 
teresting ‘characters who ever went to 
Yale. He was a giant in physique, 6 feet 
8 inches tall. The son of a wealthy man, 
the nephew of J. Pierpont Morgan, it 
probably would not have been necessary 
for Brown to have worked all through his 
college life like a day laborer. But Brown 
went to Yale to work. 

In his big football year, the year of the 
captaincy in 1900, Brown played on his 
team every day in practice, not because 
he needed the practice, but because he 
had said at the beginning of the season 
that a Captain’s place was at his position 
in the team. Although he was Captain 
and had all the care and responsibilities 
of that position Brown did not fail once 
during the season to be back to the cam- 
pus in time for a 5 o’clock recitation. 
His evenings were as punctiliously ar- 
ranged as his days. Even football confer- 
ences had to take their turn between 
Brown's hours of study. 

Of the phenomenal Yale team of 1900, 
Which he led, Brown himself said only 
last Fall: 

“We didn't need any kicker on our 
team; we took the ball on the two-yard 
line and carried it the length of the field 
for a tauchdown. That's what the ‘ tack- 
les back’ used to do.’’ 

When he became Captain of the team 
Brown retained his place in ‘its organiza- 
tion. When he was elected Captain every- 
body said that Yale would lose a great 
guard, because a Captain rarely plays 
his game. But Brown was the exception. 

Mr. Brown married Miss Caroline f,. 
Bogert of Flushing, who survives him. 
He also leaves a son, Francis Gordon 
Prown, Jr. Since his graduation Mr. 
Brown had been employed in the office 
of J. Pilerpont Morgan.

Commenting on the situation in the iron 
and steel trade the Iron Age says: 

The meetings of the steel manufacturers in | 
New York in the past week have thrown litle | 
on the situation That the question of 
prices was not the live issue ft has been at 


other meetings shows that buyers are too indif- | 


ferent even to make a serious effort to depress 
the market. 

While the manufacturers agree that sales can- 
not be forced under such conditions, some take 
a- more serious view than others of the imme2- 
diate future. These see in lecislative devel'op- 
ments the possibility of change in 
which may have a far-reaching effect upon val- 
ues, ard. this explains to their minds the par- 
alysis whicly has overtaken demand. 

Sales of Southern iron for. quick shipment 
have been made at $10.75, and in some cases 
at $10.50, for No 2, at Birmingham, and this 
weakness has developed in a very listless mar- 
ket, For delivery through the year $11 is gen- 
erally maintained. 

‘The operations of a number of rolling mills 
have failen below 50 per cent., and steel com- 
anies are adjusting their pig iron output to 
he new situation as rapidly as possible. The 
Steel Corporation has 62 per cent. of its blast 
furnace capacity going. 

The Iron Trade Review says: 

Fear of the effect of Canadian reciprocity on 
the part of farmers of the Northwest is one of 
the causes responsible for the lack of interest of 
implement manufacturers in the finished mate- 
rial market. <A careful investigation recentiy 
made by a prominent implement making concern 
developed the fact that many farmers are not 
buying implements, and say they will not do 
so until the fate of the Reciprocity bill ts de- 


termined. 
Continued activity in the bond market and 


the promise of officials of Western railroads 
have caused steel makers to feel more encour- 
aged in regard to the railroad situation. Some 
roads which had stated they were covered on 
their year’s rail requirements are buying addi- 
tional lots.

Reformatory School Not Properly 
Equipped and Work Ineffectual, 
Says State Inspector. 





The second day’s session of the New 
York City Conference of Charities and 
Correction was held in the United Chari- 
ties Building yesterday to discuss public 
institutions, the preservation of families, 
and the care of the sick. Under the first 
criticisms were made in the morning upon 
the fnadequacy of the arrangements for 
schooling and reformation on Ward's 
Island. 

In the afternoon, under the subject of 
‘“*Families,’’ it was urged that children 
be kept at home rather than in institu- 
tions, wives of deserters receiving from 
the State the proceeds of their husbands’ 
work while he was imprisoned, and wid- 
owed mothers receiving a pension from 
the State in proportion to the size of their 
families. 

Mer. William J. White presided in the 
morning, and read the report of the Com- 
mittee on Public Institutions. He em- 
phasized especially the need of better 
wages for hospital help in order to get 
more efficient service. In three months 


of 1910, he said, there were 2,420 dis- 
missals for intoxication and other causes 
out of an average of 2,236 employes in the 
department. He urged also the need of 
establishing a home for inebriates, where 
drunkenness can be treated scientifically, 
instead of the present treatment of send- 
ing rich drunkards to sanitariums and 
poor ones to jail.

The Night Session. 
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Frank Persons, Superintendent of the 
Charity Organization Society, as Chair- 
men, read the report of the Committee 
on the Sick. He declared that the death 
rate in New York for 1910 was 15.8 to 
1,000, the lowest recorded by the Health 
Department, and that there has been a 
marked improvement in health owing to 
prev entive and remedial public measures, 
and especially to better housing condi- 
tions among the poor. Of the 76,742 
deaths in New.York in that year, how- 
ever, 20,733 were from preventable dis- 
eases, and of these 10,074 were from tu- 
berculosis and 5,918 of children under 5 


years. 

“It has been computed that 1,530,000 
eases of illness occur, in the city in a 
Single year,’’ he said, ‘‘and that a daily 
average of more than 135,000 persons are 
constantly sick For the accommodation 
of these patients there are sixty hospi- 
tals, with about 11,000 beds. As a conse- 
quence, probably not more than 10 per 
cent. of those suffering from acute and 
chronic diseases have opportunity for 
hospital treatment.”’ 

Mr. Persons urged the co-ordination of 
hospital administration and a definite di- 
vision of responsibility for the care of 
different classes of patients. 

Dr. Godfrey Pisek, Chairman of the 
Committee for the Reduction of Infant 
Mortality of the New York Milk Commit- 
tee, read a paper urging the establish- 
ment of an association of children’s clin- 
jes, which was discussed by Dr. Ira §S.
